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Specification 

1 . The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-4 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Leach et. al. 
(US Pat. No. 5,410,652). 

4. As to Claim 1: 

Providing a library of read commands and write commands for a network 
processor in a rings based architecture (see column 10, line 66 to column 11, 
line 10; column 11, lines 49-56; and column 3, lines 15-17); 
Including an option bit in the read commands and write commands for an 
address calculation modification mode (see column 26, lines 12-17); 
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Providing an agent module for forwarding read requests and write requests to a 
DMA controller in response to requests including an address issued by the 
network processor (see column 26, lines 31-57; column 27, lines 1-7; and column 
27, lines 60-68); and 

Modifying the value of the address when the option bit is set before forwarding 
the read requests and write requests to the DMA controller (see column 26 line 
31 to column 27, line 7; and column 27, lines 60-68). 

5. As to Claim 2: 

Wherein modifying the value of an address comprises automatically computing a 
destination address using a base address, an offset, and an address modifier 
(see Figure 5d and column 26, lines 31-57). 

6. As to Claim 3: 

. Wherein modifying the value of an address allows computation of the destination 
address using a single read command or write command (see column 26, lines 
31-57); 

7. As to Claim 4: 

Wherein the method permits repeated accesses to an external data structure 
without recomputing the destination address in its entirety each time (see column 
7, lines 15-21).
